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Commission votes to reseind offer & pursue 


plans to build new health office in Enterprise 


The continuing saga of a new 
health department building for the 
City of Enterprise was again the 
main topic of discussion at Monday’s 
meeting of the ‘Coffee County 
Commission, and after over an hour 
of heated debate and numerous 
motions the commission voted to 
rescind its earlier offer of $240,000 to 
purchase a building in Enterprise 
and pursue a plan to construct a new 
building within the city limits of 
Enterprise, _ 

The commission had voted at its 
last meeting in October to make an 
offer of $240,000 toward the pur- 
chase of an old Masonic Lodge 
building in Enterprise; however, the 
vote was 3-2 with one commissioner 
abstaining and another being 
absent, and while the offer was 
made, it was clear the commission 
differed on the action, and at 
Monday’s meeting the need of a new 
building was the major issue of 
discussion, 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
stated he had studied the health 
department problem and determined 
that a new building would cost 
approximately $288,000, compared 
to $240,000 offered for the 27-year- 
old building under consideration, He 
made a motion to void the offer made 
for the Masonic Lodge building at 
the previous meeting and to con- 
Struct a new county building in New 
Brockton to house the entire county 
health department, Human Resource 
Department and Food Stamp office. 

The building would be built at a 
site near the Senior Citizens building 
in New Brockton, and if the City of 
New Brockton failed to donate the 
land to the county, an alternative to 
the site would be at the Farm Center 
complex, also in New Brockton. 

Commissioner Bill Faulk, one of 
the three commissioners to vote for 
the purchase of the old Masonic 
Lodge building, stated, ‘I have 
considered all alternatives and feel 
the building we have offered to 
purchase is the best possible 


solution. 

“The building includes the 
parking lot and land at the site and 
when these things are considered the 
offer is even more attractive. We 
didn’t jump into making the offer at 
the past meeting; the commissioners 
that voted to make the offer did so 
after many hours of consideration 
and discussion, 

“I don’t think we should place an 
inconvenience on the people of 
Coffee County by closing both health 
departments in Elba and Enterprise, 
as well as closing the Human 

~ Resources Dept. in Elba and making 
everyone travel to New Brockton, It’s 
not right to inconvenience the people 
of the county for the convenience of 
county government. The depart- 
ments under consideration need to 
be where the people are.’’ 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan 
said, ‘I think by combining all three 
Offices it will make:it more con- 
venient for everyone! The way it is 
now - if you want to visit a health 
department office you must travel to 
Elba or Enterprise, while if you need 
the Human Resource Dept. you go to 
Elba, and if you have food stamp 
business you have to go to New 
Brockton, By placing the depart- 
nats at one central location it will 
make the offices convenient.”’ 


Commissioner Sid Averett, a . 


long-time advocate of a need for a 
new health department office in 
Enterprise, declared, ‘I don’t think 
Jimmy Bryan would go along with a 
new health office in Enterprise if the 
City of Enterprise gave the building 
and the key at no charge! The offer 
of $240,000 includes prime land and 
a parking lot, which makes the 
savings to purchase the building not 
just $50,000, but closer to $90,000.’’ 

Commissioner Robert Stevens 
Stated, ‘I will never vote to move 
any county office out of Elba! I didn’t 
vote at the previous meeting because 
I didn’t know enough facts to make 
an honest decision that would be in 
the best interest of all of Coffee

County, but after much thought and 
prayer I believe we can construct a 
new building for the same price it 
would take to buy the building in 
question, I will vote to rescind the 
offer already made, but I will not 
vote to close the health office in Elba 
or to move any office out of Elba.’’ 

Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
Stated, “I'll agree to rescind the 
offer to purchase the building in 
question, but like Commissioner 
Stevens I can’t vote to close the 
Offices in Elba, I think the 
commission should accept the 23 
acres offered by the City of Enter- 
prise and build a new health office on 
the site for the Enterprise Division of 
Coffee County.’’ 

It was reported that the county’s 
maintenance engineer had sug- 
gested that it would cost approxi- 
mately $78,000 to construct a brick 
front and the walls and roof on a 
building the size of the building the 
offer was made on, and while it 
didn’t include any inside work, the 
total construction cost would be near 
or less than the purchase price of the 
building under consideration, 

“It would cost $100,000 alone 
just to build a parking lot at a new 
building,’’ stated Commissioner 
Averett, ‘tand I feel that before 
we’re through constructing the new 
building the total cost will be over 
$500,000. I think the move to 
construct a new building and rescind 


the offer already made is no more 
than another delaying tactic, and I 
doubt if we’ll ever see anything 
positive come out of the plan to build 
the new office.’’ 

Eagerton’s motion was defeated 
by a vote of 5-2, with only Eagerton 
and Bryan voting for its Passage. 

Commissioner Eagerton made 
another motion following the defeat 
of the first motion, and in the second 
motion stated that the county rescind 
the offer to purchase the Masonic 
Lodge building and accept the land 
offered to the commission from the 
City of Enterprise located on 
Highway 167 and construct a new 
health department for Enterprise 
consisting of 11,300 square feet at 
the site. If the site was not available, 
an alternate site would be studied 
near the bypass. ; 

The commissioners also dis- 
cussed the second motion at length, 
with both sides that disagreed with 
the earlier motion again stating their 
reasons; however, when the vote was 
taken, the motion passed by a vote of 
4-2, with Eagerton, Stevens, Bradley 
and Averett all voting for the plan. 

Averett stated that he was still in 
favor of his original plan, but felt 
that under the second motion at least 
the health department would get a 
new home and then jokingly threat- 
ened to ‘tchoke any commissioner 
who didn’t follow through with the 
plan.’’

The Coffee County Commission

Interest in the flood of Genesis 6-9 has increased in recent years as 
men have made claims of finding pieces of Noah’s ark. Until recently, 
conservative scholars were almost unanimous in recognizing the story 
of the flood as the story of a universal, or worldwide flood, In recent 
years, however, many have decided that the flood was likely only a 
local flood. Although the idea of a local flood is gaining in popularity, 
the Biblical account does not allow for a local flood, and the other 
evidence available to us points to the truthfulness of the Biblical

QUESTION: 


Was the Genesis flood 
local or universal? 


It is clear that the Bible describes a worldwide flood, For example, 
God said, ‘‘every living substance that I have made will I destroy from 
off the face of the earth’’ (Gen. 7:4), Gen, 7:22 tells us, ‘‘All in whose 
nostrils was the breath of life, of all that was in the dry land, died.’’ 
Gen. 7:19-20 tell us that the waters of the flood ‘prevailed exceedingly 
upon the earth,’’ and the waters were fifteen cubits above the 
Gen. 8:4 tells us that the ark finally came to rest on the 
mountains of Ararat, mountains of 17,000 foot elevation. Gen. 7:24 
tells us that the waters ‘‘prevailed upon the earth,’’ or were at their 
maximum level, for 150 days, hardly possible in a ‘local’’ flood, And if 
the flood was just local, in the region of the Tigris and Euphrates 
valleys, as some have suggested, then why would Noah have needed to 
build such a huge ark, or any ark at all? If the flood were just in a local 
area, all tht Noah would have needed to do was to go to higher ground, 
The same would have been true of the animals. God would not have 
needed to send the animals to Noah and his ark for a local flood. They 
could have just gone to higher ground, 

Even apart from the Bible evidence, which just will not allow for a 
local flood, evidence in other areas points to a universal, worldwide 
flood, Practically all areas of the world, from the American Indians, to 
the Chinese, to the Babylonians, have traditions of a worldwide flood, 
How does one explain the uniformity of the traditions, apart from the 
fact that there was a universal flood? How, apart from the flood, can 
one explain the fact that there are marine fossils on the tops of many 
present day mountains? Many ‘‘puzzles’’ of science, such as the rapid 
extinction of the dinosaurs, are explained by a universal flood, 
Geological evidence of a former worldwide warm climate fits well with 
the Bible’s account of the pre-flood world. The fossil record frequently 
shows fossils from different so called ‘‘ages'’ mixed together, as well 
as evidence of men in numerous fossil ‘tages,’ 
catastrophe, the flood, is the best explanation of these scientific

citizens to help in battle to ‘Stop Drugs Now” 


Alabama Attorney General Don 
Siegelman visited Coffee County this 
week and during a Monday morning 
stop in Elba took time out to gather 
support for his newly created ‘‘Stop 
Drugs Now!’’ campaign. 

“The state of Alabama is par- 
ticularly vulnerable to the drug 
traffic,’’ Siegelman stated, ‘‘and the 
vast coastline and 2,000 air strips 
built across the state during World 
War II make it almost impossible to 
police the flow of drug traffic in the 
state. 

‘A 1985 survey indicated that 
36.8 million Americans have tried 
marijuana, cocaine or other illicit 
drugs in the past year. 

“The public awareness of the 
seriousness and dangers of drugs is 


County Commission tax funding hits snag 


The question concerning the date 
the Coffee County Commission will 
begin receiving its share of the 
county’s l-cent sales tax took an 
unexpected turn this week when it 
was reported that the commission 
had apparently failed to file all 
necessary legal documents with the 
State Revenue Dept. 

The commission passed a motion 
on March 9 to seek legislation that 
would change the distribution of the 
sales tax to allot 25 percent of the 
total tax to the general fund of the 
county commission, with the schools 
in the county to share the remaining 
75 percent based on average daily 
attendance. After four years the 
county’s share would drop to 20 
percent and the schools would

receive the remaining 80 percent. 

The commission published a 
legal advertisement concerning the 
proposed legislation as required by 
law and in the text of the document it 
was stated that the provisions of the 
act would be conditional on the 
Coffee County Commission rescind- 
ing the one-cent sales tax levied by 
action of the commission on Aug, 25, 
1986. 

In the closing paragraph of the 
proposed legislation it was stated, 
“Until said one-cent sales tax is 
rescinded by the Coffee County 
Commission, the taxing provisions of 
this act shall have no force and 
effect.”’ 

While the proposed legislation 
was signed by the governor, 


research of later commission 
meetings attended by a representa- 
tive of The Elba Clipper revealed no 
action to rescind the original tax, and 
according to information received 
this week the State Revenue Dept. 
has made no plans to chafige its 
method of distribution of the sales 
tax revenue, apparently due to the 
lack of necessary legal paperwork 
needed from the commission. 


The next meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission is scheduled for 
Monday, Nov. 23, and since the 
commission budgeted $200,000 of 
the sales tax in its 1987-88 budget 
based on a monthly income of 
$35,000 the subject of the sales tax is 
sure to be discussed.

perhaps at its highest point in this 
country’s history,’’ added the 
attorney general. ‘‘The ‘Stop Drugs 
Now!’ program is an effort to involve 
interested citizens in a constructive 
way to help win that war. An 
Alabama benefit will be to create an 
Alabama which is safe for our 
children and a productive environ- 
ment for business and industry. 

“The ‘Stop Drugs Now!’ 
program was developed after careful 
study, and incorporates suggestions 
made at seven regional meetings 
that were held throughout the state 
by the attorney general’s Anti-Drug 
Task Force and the Anti-Drug 
Commission,’’ stated Siegelman. 
“‘At the seven meetings literally 
thousands of people told their stories 
of the danger and tragedy of drug 
sales and use. The suggestions that 
came out of these meetings were 
broken down into three basic 
categories: 

1) Legislation to give law enforce- 
ment the tools they need to make 
arrests and to make convictions 
stick, 

2) More money for rehabilitation 
programs for those people who really 
want to get themselves off drugs, 

3) Education programs to reach 
all levels of society and to involve 
interested citizens who want to ‘Stop 
Drugs Now! 

“Tam proud of what we have 
accomplished and excited and 
optimistic about the impact we have 
had on drugs,’’ stated Siegelman. 
‘With regard to law enforcement 
needs, we are happy to report that 
legislation was enacted in the last 
legislative session that provided for 
search warrants for controlled 
substances to be legally executed at 
night; that made attempts, solicita- 
tions and conspiracies to commit 
drug crimes punishable by the same 
penalty as the drug crime; and a law 
that provided that a criminal that 
murders an undercover officer can 
be convicted of a capital offense.

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to the list under the Habitual 
Offender Act and tightened the 
provisions prohibiting the early 
release of criminals sentenced for 
drug trafficking. 

“There are many successful 
efforts across the state to provide 
drug and alcohol awareness and 
prevention programs, as well as 
programs for treating people with 
the disease of addiction to drugs and 


-alcohol,’” stated Siegelinan, ‘*What 


is needed is a source of communica- 
tions among these agencies to 
provide a coordinated effort, and in 
an effort to provide such a source of 
communications the attorney 
general’s Alliance Against Drugs 
was formed. 

“It is hoped that this alliance will 
implement grassroots involvement 
and enable the agencies to work 
together for the betterment of all. 
The 1971 Drug Education Act gave 
the schools the legal responsibility to 
conduct drug education classes in all 
classes from kindergarten to the 
senior class. I will move forward to 
insure these classes are taught, and 
if the schools fail to get involved | 
will follow through with the legal 


process. to direct the schools that 
such a program is indeed mandated, 

‘*Alabama has the worst record 
in the nation concerning rehabilita- 
tion and the entire state has only 12 
beds available for the rehabilitation 
of drug users that are adolescents. 
Through an educational program 
maybe all citizens of Alabama will 
come to see the need for additional 
rehab centers and get behind the 
effort. to get funding for “such 
programs.’’ 

Siegelman stated that the state of 
Alabama’s marijuana crop had an 
annual estimated value of nearly 
$821 million, almost triple the 
combined dollar value of peanuts, 
corn, cotton, soybeans and hay 
legally harvested by farmers in 1986, 
and added that agents estimate that 
only 10 - 30 percent of the total 
amount of drugs distributed by 
dealers is actually seized. 

“There is a drug problem in 
Alabama and across the nation,”’ 
stated Attorney General Siegelman, 
“but together we can fight the 
problem and make progress in 
making the problem one that we can 
solve.”’
